REVISION OF. SALARIES. 

Mr. P. J. Hernon, in a report, stated that, 

‘following the reorganisation of the various 
Corporation departments, there were a few 
anomalous matters which, he thought, should 
be dealt with at: as early a date as possible. 
_ He was of opinion that the salary attach- 
ing to the position of City Architect should 
be the same as that paid to the several heads 
of departments holding positions of similar 
importance—viz., 21,000 per anum, rising to 
£1,250 i annum. He recommended that 
Mr. H. T. O'Rourke, who was appointed City 
Architect in February, 1922, at a salary of

£1,150. As Mr. Gerald J. Sherlock was ap- 
pointed assistant to the Town Clerk at a 
salary of £1,000, as from the ist June, 1926, 
he recommended that. Mr. Sherlock's salary, 
as from the Ist June, 1927, should be at the 
rate of £1,040 per annum.

Disarmament. 


The that agreement has been 
reached at Geneva concerning the problem 
of German disarmament will be welcomed 
by the whole civilised world. Last week's 
misunderstandings were most regrettable, 
and their satisfactory settlement will cause 
universal relief. The points at issue. were 
rather complicated. In June, 1925, the 
Inter-Allied Commission of Military 
Control in Germany presented the Berlin 
Government with a list of more than a 
hundred matters in which it considered 
that Germany was in default, When the 
Council of the League of Nations met in 
Geneva for its final session of this year 
all but two of these matters had been 
arranged to the complete satisfaction of 
the Commission; but Germany's failure 
to comply with these two demands raised 
some very unpleasant possibilities. France 
was interested particularly in the question 
of the Kénigsberg fortifications. Her 
Polish allies had been very nervous about 
these forts for some time*past, and com- 
plained that the German military 
authorities had been strengthening them 
considerably during recent months, The 
matter was referred to the Ambassadors’ 
Conference in Paris, which ruled that 
Germany had no right to improve her 
fortifications under the Versailles Treaty, 
while the Berlin Government insisted that 
it was acting strictly within its legal 
powers. The second point in dispute was 
the export by Germany of certain materials 
and machinery which conceivably might 
be used for warlike purposes at some 
future date. Attention was drawn to 
German activity in this respect by the 
British Government, to which serious 
representations had been made by the

| Admiralty, and it was made clear to Herr 


Stresemann at Geneva that there could be 
no withdrawal from Germany of the Inter- 
Allied Commission of Military Control 
until the Allies should be satisfied that 
| their wishes were likely to be met with the 
least possible delay. 

An understanding was reached yesterday 
afternoon, after the six Foreign Ministers 
comprising the Council of the League had 
met in prolonged session. The Allies have 
consented to withdraw the Commission of 
Military Control on January ólst,: 1927, 
after which date its functions will pass 
automatically to the Investigation Com- 
mittee of the League of Nations, provision 
for which is made by Article 213 of the 
Versailles Treaty, In the meanwhile the 
Inter-Allied Commission will examine fresh 
proposals by the German Goyernment in 
respect of the two points in dispute. If 
early agreement is found to be impossible, 
progress will be reported to the League's 
Commission, which then will continue the 
discussions with Berlin. In the meanwhile 
Herr Stresemann has undertaken that all 
military work will be suspended on Ger- 
many s Eastern frontier, but he reserves 
to himself the right to argue the legal 
position before the League. Thus, for the 
time being at any rate, a nasty situation 
has been resolved. The withdrawal of the 
Allies’ military controllers from German 
soil will do much to improve the relations 
between the German and the Allied 
peoples, and to bring to final fruition the 


| ideals which Herr Stresemann has worked 


so hard to achieve at Geneva. There ought 
to be little difficulty in finding a solution 
to the problem which has been raised by 
the improvement of the Kénigsberg forts. 
Of course, it involves the whole question 
of European disarmament, which never 
can be solved so long as Soviet Russia 
continues to maintain an army of more 
than a million highly-trained men; but, 
if-the German Government can convince

to-day. Nobody really wants to continue 
the military occupation of the Rhenish 
provinces. The French Chauvinists have 
abandoned their idea of permanent annexa- 
tion; and, now that Germany is taking an 
active part in the work of the League’s 
Council, the continued presence of Allied 
troops on her soil has become an anomaly. 
It would be very foolish, however, to take 
any unnecessary risks. Marshal Foch and 
his military colleagues insist that Germany 
shall give irrefutable proof of her good 
faith before further concessions can be 
given to her. They have no illusions about 
Germany s great strength. They see her 
population increasing rapidly while that 
of France is falling. They see her in- 
dustries working at high pressure, her 
currency stabilised, and her commercial 
air fleet expanding every day. In the 
circumstances they hardly can be blamed 
if they are determined to make the fullest 


possible use of the pledges which the 


Treaty. of Versailles has given to them. 
There must be no doubt about Germany's 
disarmament. When the last suspicion has 
been removed, but not until then, evacua- 
tion of the Rhineland may become practical 
politics, 


lItaly’s Water Power. 


In the last century coal was regarded as 
the sine qud non of national progress. A 
country lacking coal was deemed to be 
doomed to backwardness. Adam Smith's 
successors supposed that coal always must 
be the dominating source of industrial 
power; and their political economy was 
rendered obsolete when electrical engineer- 
ing began. Since the Great War the de- 
velopment of hydro-electric power produc- 
tion has inclined economists to reverse 
their dicta and almost to exclaim: 
“Happy the land that lacks coal.”’ 
example of the new tendency is seen in Sir 
Leo Chiozza Money’s account, published in 
yesterday’s Observer, of his visit to the 
new power stations of Italy. He describes 
the “ white mines” which have been con- 
structed from the Alps to Sicily. At 
present Italy possesses mountain reser- 
voirs with a capacity of some 900,000,000 
cubic metres, and artificial lakes are being 
formed which virtually will double this 
vast reserye. The power houses operated 
from the reservoirs are buildings which 
actually embellish the Italian landscape ; 
for they are built and ornamented in tradi- 
tional styles. The contrast between the 
airy structure amid mountains and the 
dingy pit-head of the colliery suffices to 
excite envy for a land that enters upon the 
industrial revolution in the age of “ white’ 
power. Already Italy is covered with a 
network of transmission lines, and manu- 
factures of first importance are proceeding 
in the heart of rural districts. An arti- 
ficial silk factory, electrically driven, 
draws its labour from the surrounding 
fields, and in times of slackness its unem- 
ployed hands can find work on the farms. 
The rapid growth of Italy’s hydro-eléttric 
plants may be seen in the fact that, 
whereas in 1920 the national production of 
electricity was 1,385,000 kilowatts, in the 
present year it is nearly three times that 
quantity. If the present rate of progress 
is maintained, something like six times the 
present electrical production will be 
reached within a decade; and when that 
comes to pass, Italy, that lacks coal, will 
be among the foremost lands of Europe 
in her power resources. The peasant 
South keeps pace with the urban North ; 
or, rather, makes relatively swifter head- 
way. In dreamy Calabria to-day the 
spindles hum in factories electrically lit 
and driven. In thickly-populated suburbs, 
five miles from Charing Cross, a smoky 
railway station is lit by dim gas lamps. 
Lands without coal, but possessing 
abundant water-power, have proved that 
industry need not be ugly or unwhole- 
some ; and England, which never can rival 
mountainous countries in water power, yet 
may purify her skies and beautify her 
cities by transforming her coal riches into 
electrical energy. Ireland, which pos- 


sesses neither England’s coal nor Italy's 


mountains, yet may learn from Italy 
lessons in the wise use of her compara- 
tively meagre water power. The supreme 
benefit which may flow from the Shannon 
undertaking is the preservation of a rural 
economy, | 


lrish Bookbinding. 


To-day, at Sotheby's, Sir Edward 
Sullivan's collection of book bindings 
will come under the hammer, It. includes 
an album which is of lively interest to 
students of Irish arts and crafts. In the 
late eighties of the last century Sir 
Edward Sullivan, who was a keen student 
of the history of the binder’s art, visited 
the Public Record Office at the Four 
Courts to examine ‘some fine specimens of 
binding which had been discovered in the 
cellars. He found the Journals of the 
Irish House of Lords and House of 
Commons, running from the time of 
James IT. to Legislative Union, almost 
all of the 149 volumes of which were bound 
in rich Barbary red morocco and tooled in 
gold, He took rubbings of all the volumes. 
The album which will be offered at 
Sotheby’s to-day contains these rubbings, 
and thus (says The Times) constitutes the 
only record of the existence of the volumes 
concerned, 
specimens of Irish workmanship perished 
in the fires of 1922. Sir Edward Sullivan 
satisfied himself not only that the bindings 
were purely Irish work, but that the very 
tools which formed the elaborate: and

Twenty-five Years of ** Wireless.” 

Twenty-five years ago yesterday} the 
Atlantic Ocean was spanned for the first 
time by wireless telegraphy.. Signor 
Marconi, on the coast of Newfoundland, | 
heard in a pair of telephone receivers a 
Morse signal transmitted to the ether in 
Cornwall. Already the possibility. of wire- 
less transmission -had: been demonstrated..} 
The results of a regatta in Kingstown 
Harbour had been received by “‘ wireless '' 
in a Dublin. newspaper office. It was 
doubted, however, whether the mysterious 
etheric waves could be caught at any con- 
siderable distance.; The curvature of the 
earth, it was thought, would cause the im- 
pulse transmitted to the ether at one point 
on the earth’s surface to pass at a 
tangent into empty space. When, there- 
fore, on December 12th, 1901, the message 
from England was received in the Western 
hemisphere it was realised that ‘' wire- 
less’’ was something far more important 
than a wonder-working toy. From trans- 
mission of Morse signals to that of the 
living voice—from wireless telegraphy to 
wireless telephony—was a second great 
step made during the war; wireless 
“broadcasting '” came as one of the 
marvels of peace, to be followed by ‘‘ beam 
wireless” ahd “ television.’’ We know not 
what new hbenefits—if benefits they be— 
may flowin the.future from that experiment 
at’ Poldhu, carried out successfully at the 
beginning oí this century. 


OBITUARY. 


M. JEAN RICHEPIN. 

The death is announced from Paris of M. 
Jean Richepin. the poet and dramatist, and 
Chancellor of the French Academy. M. Jean 
Richepin was 77 years of age. His plays 
include ‘* Monsieur Scapin,”’ 1886 ; 6 Le Fili- 
buastier,' 1888; '“Vers-La Joie,’’ 1894; “' Les 
Truands,'' 1899; “Theatre Chimerigue, in

Three Cabinet meetings are to be held 
this week, starting to-morrow and con. 
cluding on Wednesday. It is rumoured 
that they are to be held in order that the 
Government shall make up its mind con- 
cerning the amendment of trade union law, 
since there are most divergent opinions at 
present among the twenty-two members of 
the Cabinet. On one side there are several 
Ministers, headed by the Lord Chancellor, 
anxious that the strongest possible 
measures shall be taken to put a stoppage 
to the work of agitators and the consequent 
strikes, while, on the other, there are those 
Ministers, with the Minister of Labour as 
head, equally anxious to avoid giving 
annoyance to the trade unionists and their 
leaders. . The situation, it is thought, 
must end in a compromise. 


The Parliamentary Recess. 


The Houses of Parliament will rise on 
Wednesday evening, leaving over three im- 
portant items on the original programme 
of the Government for consideration next 
session. Trade union reform, House of 
Lords reform, and the further enfranchise. 
ment of women were proposed for passiny 
this year, but circumstances have been 
against them. These measures must be 
taken next session without fail, if the Con. 
servative Government intends that they 
shall be passed ; for, in all probability, it 
will be the last unbroken session of ti e 
present Parliament.

Divorce Reports. 


The passing of the Judicial Proceedinzs 
(Regulation of Reports) Bill by the House 
of Commons on’ Friday will mean a con- 
siderable change in some newspapers. The 
bare particulars of divorce suits, not ex 
cepting the summing-up of the judge, and 
a judgment only, may be permitted to 
appear in any newspaper, subject to a 
general prohibition of the publication of 
details in the report of the proceedings 
likely to injure public morals. Such a 
restriction will effectually bar the publica 
tion of the columns of salacious details 
sometimes given in evidence in a sensa- 
tional case; for reproduction of evidence 
will not be permitted. It is expected that 
the report of a divorce case will be merely 
a matter-of-fact statement giving the 
names and addresses of principals, 
witnesses and the judgment. 


New Unions, 


One of the most significant things that 
have happened in connection with the 
failure of the coal strike is that in places 
miners are organising for themselves new 
trade associations which are to be free 
from the domination of the Miners’ 
Federation and extremism generally. The 
movement was started by Mr. Georze 
Spencer, M.P., who was driven out of the 
Federation by Mr. Cook because he dis 
played some practical common-sense. That 
was in Notts, but now the movement has 
extended to South Wales, and a member 
ship of some twenty thousand Welsh 
miners is expected at Merthyr, while 
organisations of a similar character are 
being arranged at several collieries further 
North.

POLICEMEN IN

The difficulty with the Farmers’ Party, 
as with most of the other parties, is lack 
of election funds. There will not. be the 
same haphazard selection of candidates as 
there was at the last general election. 
All the parties, except the Labour Party, 
are anxious to secure candidates who will 
be willing to shoulder their own election 
expenses. 

SUGGESTED PACT.

The small remnant 
of Sinn Fein has, I am told, split into 
three further groups—the first favouring 
complete abstention from the polls at the 
approaching election; the second advocat- 
ing the support of candidates nominated 
by Fianna Fail and Clan Eireann; and 
the third taking the view that every seat 
should be contested by the Sinn Fein 
organisation, ‘or what was left of it by its 
former leader. Lack of funds would seem 
to make only the one course practicable. 

There is not, it appears, going to be any 
“ clean-cut issue” for the electors in the 
general election of 1927, but one of the 
many—and one that must loom very 
largely—is ‘‘compulsory. Irish.” One 
ventures to suggest that the opinions of a 
candidate on this all-important question 
will determine the direction of a not in- 
considerable number of votes. 

It may be worth mentioning that recent
